For Payment Of 
33-34 A ssessments 

At 5 p.m. today the payment 
deadline falls on 1933-34 taxes, 
and emergency legislation de¬ 
signed to aid property owners 
with a partial payment plan goes 
out of effect. County taxpayers 
are warned by W. O. Welch, 
county tax collector, that if taxes 
are not paid by today, an 8 per 
cent penalty is imposed on the 
first delinquency, and an added 
3 per cent for the second install¬ 
ment. An added 50 cent penalty 
is added for each item delinquent. 

The installment or redemption 
plan provided by the Legislation 
that goes out of effect today may 
be taken advantage of only if 
current taxes are paid in full. 
Failure to make any of the re¬ 
quired payments will cause all 
payments to be forfeited, it is 
stated.

New Term As 
City’s Mayor 

Council Committees For 
Next Two Years Are Im¬ 
mediately Announced 

Mayor H. Clay Reavis was i 
unanimously voted another term J 
in that office at the organization 
meeting of the City Council Mon¬ 
day night after the vote cast at 
the recent municipal election had 
been canvassed. His name was 
presented by Councilman W. O. 
Preston, one of the holdovers. 
City Clerk Waverly E. Pratt pre¬ 
sided while the selection was 
made without oratory or frills 
and the Council proceeded with 
its business as though a new 
Mayor were elected as a part of 
the routine of every session. 

The vote canvassed showed 
Reavis had received 334 votes, 
William R. Lees 332 and Lester 
K. Layton 327. Showing that he 
rather anticipated a re-election, 
or else that he believed in prepar¬ 
edness, Mayor Reavis immediate¬ 
ly upon his re-election pulled a 
l.st from his pocket and announc¬ 
ed the committees of Council, the 
Councilmen being assigned to the 
same posts they have been fill¬ 
ing.

Ball Teams Join P.-T. A. In 

Appeal To Check Rowdyism 

Of Ill-Mannered Children 

Members of the Kiwanis and American le¬ 
gion baesball teams have joined ttie Sierra Madre 
Parent-Teacher’s Association in a protest against 
the ill-mannered conduct of local children at en¬ 
tertainments in the school auditorium and at base¬ 
ball games and other outdoor events. The rowdy¬ 
ism of the children has lieen such as to discourage 
many adults from attending any events here at 
which children are permitted and amounts to little 
less than a public scandal. _ 

In last week’s issue of the SIERRA MADRE 
NEWS the P.-T. A. appealed to the parents of 
local children to correct the situation. Members of 
the two call teams have asked THE NEW S to 
publish the following communication: 

AN APPEAL TO MOTHERS AND FATHERS 

“Due to thoughtlessness on the part of certain 
unruly children, the local ball teams are in grave 
danger of lieing deprived the use of the school 
grounds, which would mean the exit of night base¬ 
ball in Sierra Madre. 

“The ill conduct of a number of the children 
has kept many adults from the games and spoiled 
the enjoyment of the pastime for those who did 
attend. Not only have their actions in and around 
the stands disturbed those who would like to enjoy 
the games, but in several instances some of the 
boys have made their way into the lower school 
grounds and destroyed certain property and gar¬ 
dens. The children responsible for this condition 
do not come to the grounds to watch the games 
and derive no enjoyment or benefit from them, but 
simply make it unpleasant, to say the least, for 
those who otherwise would enjoy them. 

“Kindly appeals have been made direct to the 
children on different occasions, but with little or 
no success, and the management of the various 
clubs, as well ns the school authorities, would ap¬ 
preciate parents instructing their children in re¬ 
gard to the behavior expected from them before 
allowing them to attend the games this season. 

“Until the regular school vacation starts, 
children are not permitted on the grounds at 
night, with the exception of Friday night, and 
unless the nuisance that has been evident in the 
past is remedied, it may be necessary to bar them 
from the grounds EVERY night, unless ac¬ 
companied by their parents. 

“Fundamentally, baseball is a good clean 
healthful sport that can be enjoyed by players and 
spectators alike, and it is to Ik 1 hoped that all 
parents, whose children attend the games, will do 
everything in their power to see that their par¬ 
ticular child conducts itself in a manner that will 
not lie offensive to others.”

Wagner Act 
Is Endorsed 
By The Forum 

L'nanimously Approves Mea¬ 
sure As Strengthening 
Rights Of Labor 

By unanimous vote the Sierra 
Madre Forum endorsed the 
pending Wagner industrial bill at 
the Tuesday night meeting in the 
City Hall, after several speakers 
Lad reviewed the legislation in its 
various aspects. Victor O. Schmidt 
was in charge of the presentation 
of the discussion, while John H. 
Osgood read a comprehensive 
paper by J. K. Semple on the bill. 

The United States Chamber of 
Commerce and the National Man¬ 
ufacturer's Association were de¬ 
nounced for their concentrated at¬ 
tacks on three vital measures of 
the President's program, namely 
the Security Act, the Tugwel* 
Food and Drug bill and the Wag¬ 
ner act. 

“Among the chief aims of the 
Wagner act,” Schmidt stated, "is 
the strengthening of the rights of 
labor by forbidding employers to 
interfere in any manner with labor 
organizations in their plants; by 
provision that a majority of the 
workers in a plant has a right to 
speak for all the group: by guar¬ 
antee of recognition of labor or¬ 
ganizations by employers. 

"The act would create a new 
permanent labor board of seven 
members, three from the public, 
two from the employers, and two 
from the labor. This would replace 
the present board of 11, of which 
Wagner is chairman. Such a board 
would have the right to act in any 
disputes arising from unfair labor 
practices. 

Mr. Osgood read the Semple 
paper. 

"It is in the category of re¬ 
form,” he said at the outset, "that 
the Wagner bill and all NRA legis¬ 
lation should be considered . . . 
The bill is an effort to remedy 
some conditions that have arisen 
as a result of defects recognized 
in the hastily constructed NRA 
machinery." Osgood pointed out 
that section 7A of the NRA act 
theoretically guaranteed both em¬ 
ployer and employe the right to 
collective bargaining and organi¬ 
zation. but that in practice the in¬ 
dustrialists who gained strength 
dustrailists refused to recognize 
labor's full right. 

Marcus Sehmidt, Mr. Osgood and 
and O Crowell, introduced by Vic¬ 
tor O. Schmidt, gave a review of 
Dr. Glenn Frank's recent Los An¬ 
geles lecture on “The Sword over 
Education." The title of his talk, 
they pointed out, purports that 
“the sword over education is a two 
edged sword, encompassing the lag 
in the institutions brought about 
by their failure to function in con¬ 
sonance with present conditions, 
and the emasculation of public ed¬ 
ucational systems by budget cut¬ 
ting.’ ’ 

Harold D. Carew .who presided 
over the program, cited the opposi¬ 
tion of the financial power of the 
country to the Wagner bill, and 
pointed out that the interests and 
objectives of that group would 
necessarily differ from those of 
the average community, especially 
in western areas. 

Children's Guild And 
The Drama League 
May Consolidate 

A proposal is now under con¬ 
sideration by the Board of Gov¬ 
ernors of the Municipal Drama 
League and by Mrs. Florence 
Eakman, director of the Child¬ 
ren's Dramatic Guild, that the 
two bodies consolidate for mutual 
benefit . It is definitely under¬ 
stood that the organizations 
would continue to function under 
separate direction, but would co¬ 
operate in play productions. 

Interest in Mrs. Eakman's 
Guild has grown to such an ex¬ 
tent that now, with an enroll¬ 
ment of 45 children between the 
ages of five and 12, member¬ 
ship is closed.

There are 
many others which you might 
think more beautiful, but there 
are few that are grown more uni 
versally. 

Plan to have annuals both in 
the garden proper and in the cut¬ 
ting or vegetable garden this 
year. You will find that only in 
this way will you have sufficient 
blossoms to fill your needs and 
desires.

A MERICAN government, dur¬ 
ing last year, spent nearly 
50 per cent of everything that 
the American people earned. 

Roughly estimated, the Nation¬ 
al tax burden amounted to about 
24 per cent of the National in¬ 
come.
